‘The Chinese ‘Government. is 
Understood to have appointed a 


judicial officer to take in hand 
the preliminaries regarding the 
renewal or revision of the Dis- 
trict Court Agreement which ex- 
Pires in March next. In. some 
ways it is unfortunate that so 
important an issue has to be 
considered just at this time 
when all Governments are heavily 
-Preoecupied with other aspects: 
of Far Eastern affairs. Still, to 
both sides, the electrical nature 
‘of the present atmosphere may 
be a direct inducement to keep 
Miseussion of an exceedingly 
controversial issue on an wnemo- 
tional plane. Examination of 
the working of the civil side of 
the District Courts’ machinery 
has been attempted in this 
Journal a few weeks” back. 
Without exaggeration it may be 
stated that there is intense dis 
atisfaction in the commere 
community, Inordinate delays, 
ignorance of commercial practice 
and an almost total inability to 
obtain execution are the out- 
standing features of litigation in 
the Courts.

If it were adopted it would throw 
the Courts into purdah behind 
which bureaueratic influence 
could work uncheckgd. Revision 
Jof the Agreement, in the eyes of| 
‘most competent observers, should 
'be accompanied by definite steps 
in other diree To begin 
‘with, the Government should be 
invited to overhaul its system of 
appointment so that the bench is| 
occupied by judges possessed of 
some knowledge of commercial 
practice. This may involve re- 
form of legal education. That| 
is to the benefit of China as a 
whole. It should also help to 
set on foot that gradual formula 
tion of case law which is s0| 
essential to the proper develop-| 
ment of any Code. Commercial 
Jjurisprudence is a _ highly 
specialised branch of law. In 
Shanghai, where _ commercial 
cases are so large a feature of 
the Courts’ work, it deserves at- 
tention in that regard. If neces-| 
sary foreign legal experts could 
be engaged to advise on the 
proper training of commercial 
judges. It certainly is unwort! 
of ‘the Chinese Government's 
reputation that the judges of the 
District Courts should display 
Tamentable ignorance of the 
most elementary factors in com- 
mercial intercourse. That posi- 
tion unhappily’ obtains to-d 
Another — important proviso 
should be attached to the Agree- 
ment in insistence on reform of 
the rules regarding appeals. At 
resent the cheeks imposed on 
frivolous appeals in other coun- 
tries do not exist; the result is 
[that execution of judgment is 
rarely if ever secured, succe: 
ful parties out of sheer inability 
to endure delays running into 
years, being compelled to com- 

romise for a settlement marked- 
ly less favourable than that 
Jordained by the Court. Finally 
[the Government should be urged 
to make the judges completely 
independent of the bureaucracy 
and administrative favour.

Signor Mussolini’s striking 
confession of the faith that is in 
him and the Fascist organisation 
‘of which he is the distinguished 
head will be read elsewhere to- 
Jday with special interest. In 
‘the translation which, being 
officially prepared, is more stilted 
‘than purely literary considera- 
‘tions would like, the presentation 
lof the Duce’s views seems to ha’ 
about it vigour and uncom- 
promising reality. There can be 
little doubt that Fascism, as in- 
terpreted by its founder, has a 
strong appeal to perplexed 
humanity at the moment. Dis- 
‘cussion of its appropriateness in 
application to the Italian people 
must be left to others; there is 
always danger in attempting to 
criticise household remedies. 
Where Signor Mussolini may be 

















endeavouring to advocate the 
adoption of Fascism by countries| 
outside Italy or to commend his’ 








lereed for universal acceptance, 
it is tiecessary, if only out of: 
lcourtesy to “him; to try to draw: 
conclusions. Looking at Fascism; 
in its two distinct conceptions: 
as a system of government and a, 
philosophy, the critic pardonably: 
will aver that the former could 
be adopted. by any highly- 
organised, if beneficent, eaucus- 
rule, whether the principles . to 
be defended were communism, 
monotheism or bimetalism. This 
lautocracy rests as, despite Signor 
Mussolini's ingenious arguments, 
‘all governments must basically 
rest, on the consent of a majority 
lof the governed. In the sense 
of its application to the people 
30 acquiescing in it may be 
admirable, although, again like 
all governments, its existence 
must ultimately " depend on the 
continued exercise of beneficence 
in excess of malevolence. People 
xet the government they deserve; 
the essence of that desert is the 
Breatest good of the greatest 
number and everything turns on 
the size of the majority. 
Philosophically Fascism, ai 
expounded by Signor Mussolimi 
has much in common with th 
part of Nietsche's doctrines 
which gave least ground for 
ambiguity and which carried the 
‘theory of the survival of the 
fittest to the point of insisting 
fon the superior virtues of brute 
strength and on the deliberate 
lcreation of ill in order to evolve 
ithe highest good. So, in despis- 
ing the alleged humanitarimnism 
of rival creeds, Signor Mussolini 
JJustifies the use of “educational 
severity” for the suppression of 
opposition. The attractiveness of 
this doctrine at the present time 
when the world is suffering from 
an apparent stagnation in re- 
medial action, will be readily 
admitted. It may be contended 
that the cultivation of theoretical 
notions of liberty of, conscienc 
self-determination anid universal 
brotherhood has led to an im- 
passe, escape from which seems 
to challenge the wit of the 
isest counsellors of man. 
How often in other coun- 
tries has the cry been heard 
of late: "Oh for a Mussolini"? 
In passing let it be observed that 
‘no opportunity really exists for 
obtaining on the Italian experi- 
‘ment the free, unfettered opinion 
lof the toad beneath the harrow. 
‘The drastic contro! and suppres- 
ion by Fascism of opposition 




























views within the country of its 
rule must provide alike its 
weakness and its strength. So 


long as that majority, however 
artificially maintained, holds 
good, Fascism is strong but the 
strength fs that of the man who 
cannot relax his hold without 
running the risk of certain 
destruction. The unprejudiced 
observer, therefore, is inclined to| 
look upon Fascism less as a per- 
manent contribution to the ethics 
of government than as a passing 
phase in the evolution of inter- 
nationalism, to which it is so 
convinced an opponent. 

‘The main interest in Signor 
Mussolini's apologia is its vehe- 
ment attack on Liberalism, using 
ithe term in the most general 
sense. With all deference to 50 
notable a figure in hi 
such 
come, it is possible here to 
suggest that he has not done 
justice to his own close study of 
‘world events. There is a fashion 
able habit of talking and writing 
about the alleged failure of 
democracy. Deiinition of demo- 
racy must be left out of account 
in this restricted space. It | 
sufficient to note that on ity 
shoulders are laid the evils of 
the world to-day, by critics whose 
authority cannot be entirely 
ignored. At the end of the Great 
World War, which lasted from 
431 B.C. to 404 B.C. and ended 
in the downfall of Athens, the 
eventually defeated Alcibiades 
jwas asking, just before his death, 
“As for democracy why 
should we discuss acknowledged 
madness?” Yet the world insist- 
ed on discussing it through the 
iges to come. The loss of faith 
in democracy—here again no 
effort is made to define it or even 
assess its essentials—may be an 

spiration to Fascism. Tt is 




































jcuriously at variance with the| 
facts. Countries which have, in 


lone form or another, adopted the 
dictatorship method, like Spain, 
Italy, Russia, China and Japan 
fare ‘repudiating a democracy 
which they’have never possessed. 
And governments like those of 
France, Great Britain and the 
United States. of America, where 
democracy: exists, if it exists at! 
fall in the world to-day, are 
making the most successful at- 
tempts to retain their pre-war 
liberalism intact. Men are try- 
ing always to extend the demo- 
eratic method, whether by means 
of the spearhead of dictatorship 
or by evolution. They look upon. 
Fecourse to autocracy as a dis- 
agrecable necessity if it occurs. 
The chief difference between 
democracy and the system, which 
[Signor Mussolini has, with every 
Jappearance of present success, 
established, is that democracy 
“implies faith, but a reasoned 
faith,” as one modern critic well 
puts it, Democracy is not magic. 
It is no more exempt from error. 
than the humanity of which it: 
is the sum. Its failures to-day— 
let them be admitted where they 
Joceur—are not irreparable, Its 
successes are sufficient to justify. 
faith. The liberalism from 
which it draws sustenance is 
neither in twilight nor in eclipse. 
In dawn it shines, serene and 
unconquerable. 




















ANOTHER FAILURE

pute between the Irish Free 
State and Great Britain shows 
‘that the chief point at issue is

Confusion has been caused by 
representing Mr. de. Valera’s 
request for an “outside” mem- 
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ber of the proposed arbitration 
‘tribunal as suggesting reference: 
to the Leay'te of Nations. Sucht 
a reference is clearly impos- 
sible. The British Government's 
declaration of 1929 in regard to 











the Court of International 
Justice expressly said: 
Disputes with other members 





of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations are excluded - because 
the members of the Common 
‘though international 
willy in’ the fullest 
e term, are united by 
their common allegiance to. the 
Crown. Disputes between them 
should, therefore, be dealt with 
by some other mode of settle- 
ment.” 
This other mode was preserib- 
ed by the Imperial Conference 
‘of 1930 in the shape of a Com- 
monwealth ‘Tribunal. Plainly 
the British Government is on 
sound ground in its contention 
that the provision’ for arbitrat- 
ing on the Land Annuities issue 
is there indicated. The only 
point which seems to arise is 
whether, by agreement between 
the two parties concerned, the 
Trbjunal can be so chosen as to 




















facilitate membership of it, in 
special circumstances, by a for- 
eign representative, ' It would 





be a curious innovation. Adop- 
tion of it would probably re~ 
quire consultation with all the 
Dominions party to the resolu- 
tion of 1930. Yet, provided 
certain conditions " precedent 
were given, it might be look- 
ed upon as nothing more than @ 
strengthening of the impartial~ 
ity of the award to be secured. 
The difficulty in the way of 
agreeing to Mr. de Valera's pro- 
posal is to be found in determin 
ing its inspiration, Tf it arises 
solely from doubt of an ability 
to obtain a competent court— 
from the point of view of im- 
partiality—exelusively from the 
Empire, the suspicion may be 
regretted but it may be humour~ 
ed magnanimously. But, unfor- 
tunately, there is more than 
impression that its underlying 
motive is to record a gesture 
which, in Treland, at any rate, 
may be interpreted as a further 
move toward separation from the 
Empire. The British Govern- 
ment can hardly be expected to 
associate itself with such a 
move. It js possible that, if 
Mr. de Valera were willing to 
repudiate the separatist creed in 
a specific declaration, th 
would be little objection to his 
proposal. 


Neither party can be accused 
therefore of wrecking the con- 
ference merely out of considera~ 
tions for prestige. Mr. Thomas 
has to safeguard the relations 
of the Mother Country with the 
rest of the Empire. Mr. de 
Valera is concerned for his own 
ability to keep the ultra-republi- 
cans with their communist back~ 
ers from ousting his new ad- 
ministration, by terrorist force. 
Thus the Irish Free State's 
‘economic stability is being sacri- 
fied for the sake of bolstering 
up a Government which is weak- 
fened the moment it appears, to 
be acting according to the dic- 
tates of commonsense. It is 
impossible to be cheerful over 
the outcome. If Mr. de Valera 
possessed the courage to face 
the fact that the British Gov- 
ernment’s patient tolerance of 
the acts of his inexperienced ad- 
ministration could be used to 
extricate Ireland from the 
tyranny of the Irish Republican 
Army, some hope of an early 
solution might be entertained. 
He has heavily committed him- 
self to a definite breakaway 
from the British Commonwealth, 
Even that will not placate 
Left Wing. The Irish Repub- 
Viean Army has, in the 1 
months, steadily advanced i 
dictatorship. The price of its 
support will soon be so high that 
Mr. de Valera may have to 
choose between it and the 
Catholic Church of which he is 
‘a devoted son and of which the 
LR.A..is an open enemy. It may 
be that his visit to London 
a desperate attempt to save him- 
self from himself by the help 
of Mr. Thomas. It has failed. 
The prospect of his being carried 
out of his depth by the fierce

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months of office have'‘shaken the 
foundations of Irish Free State 
finance, Economically the coun- 
try has so deteriorated that com- 
plete collapse is by no means an 
impossibility.

FILM CENSORSHIP 
Oct. 15. 
The Cannan Commission's re- 
commendations for the censoring 
of films in the International 
‘Settlement avoid the prescription 
of any startling remedy for such 
ills as their investigation reveal- 
ed. Briefly they would establish 
‘a smaller, more responsible and 
more representative Board of 
Censors, the cost being defrayed 
by a small impost on the indus- 
try: they would put film di 
tributors under bond, as

advertisements. It will be agreed 
that they cover most of the 
ground of criticism levelled 
against the film industry in 
Shanghai, Whether the Council 
‘will find their proposals practie- 
Jable in every respect is a matter 
to be determined. The public 
will, however, be ready to agree 
that Mr. A. "M. Cannan, Mrs. 
Lunkley ‘and Mr. P. C. Colman 
have effectively and sensibly laid 
down sound principles of a cen- 
sorship which cannot be regard- 
ed by the cinemas or distributors 
as unfriendly or unfair. Mr. 
Colman’s interesting report on 
the investigations which he was 
able to carry out in Hongkong 
shows that, thanks to a high 
‘sense of their obligations to the 
public, the authorities in the 
Colony have done much, with the 
cooperation of the industry, to 
protect the public against the 
erosser forms of cinema display. 
Although the Cannan Report re- 
fuses pointedly to endorse some 
lof the more extravagant charges 
against cinema films in Shanghai, 
it emphatically shows that a re- 
form of the éensorship is desir- 
able. 
This conclusion is fortified. by 
the unfortunate tone of the state- 
jent submitted by the re- 
presentatives of certain film 
interests. ‘That statement dis- 
plays a lofty disregard of public 
criticism and an attitude which 
is far from reassuring. In so 
far as it traverses the facile view 
‘that American fi the main 
culprits in the presentation of| 
unsavoury pietures it is admir- 
able and deserves respect. Its 
contention, however, that the 
Council has no power to impose 
8 censorship is no more impres- 
sive than its comfortable belief 
that “cranks and reformers” are 
the sole critics of some of the 
entertainments presented on the| 
It is regrettable that] 
the Cannan Commission were not 
able to receive the views of| 
cinema theatre proprietors who. 
ignored the invitation to give 
evidence. Here again the Council 
will note a lamentable discour- 
tesy and definite denial of the 
rights of the public. This leads to 
confirmation of the view that, 
taking Hongkong as a_ guid

The duty of public authorities to 
study the interests of an industry 
coming under their official 
inspection will be generally re- 
‘cognised. Here it seems to have 
beon carried to the point of 
complaisance leading to sur- 
prise that the censors have 
been as vigilant as they are. 
The public obligation to them is 
all the greater on that account. 
Early adoption of the Commis- 
ion’s plan for a pre-view pro- 
jection room seems however to 
be clearly desirable. The spec- 
tacle of censors’ -obligingly 
making the round of the theatres 
at inconvenient hours is a truly 
diverting reversal of the usual 
popular conception of the un- 
Teasonableness of bureaucracy. 
This perhaps explains the au- 
tocratic note of the statement 
of certain distributors referred 
to above. say, in effect, 
that they claim the right to 
inflict what they like on the 
public with the box office as sole 
arbiter. This logically may 
appear to be a noble vindication 
of human liberty. It is nothing 
of the kind. The factors to be 
noted in its examination are the 
‘checks imposed on free public 
‘criticism by the chain system. 
Moreover the cinema does not 
respond | so rapidly to an 
audience's views as the stage 
does. There is no immediately 
direct indication to the per- 
formers that the house is against 
‘them. So often attendance at 
the cinema is the routine habit 
of men and women seeking a 
break in the monotony of exi 
tence. If cinema distributors 
were really ready to consider 
public opinion they woud not 
persist in the presentation of. 
truly appalling “shorts” in the 
first part of their programm: 
‘This is not a matter for eansor- 
ship as the Report points out. It 
does show that the idea of 
responding to public taste is not 
too sedulously cultivated by the 
distributors. Otherwise it were| 
safe to say that 80 per cent. of 
[the “shorts” would not be shown. 
For this reason it {s to be hoped 
that the Commission's approval 
of the establishment of an or- 
ganisation to educate public 
opinion and enforce its views. 
will be effectively endorsed. ‘The 
various societies in Shanghai 
should take this matter in hand 
immediately. Mr, Cannan and his 
colleagues are again to be 
thanked for a stimulating report 
which should do real service to 
the public and to the industry 
concerned. 











































































CRANKS AND CRITICS 
Oct, 18.

the censorship of films attention 
has beer’ drawn in these columns. 
Tt seoms to have given rise to 





misapprehensions _re- 
garding the Cannan Commission. 
In particular its suggestion that 
“the Council cannot undertake to 
appoint commissions each and 
every time an individual writes 
letter of complaint to the pre 
is taken to advance the view that 
‘the Cannan Commission had its 
‘genesis in the Council’s perusal 
lof a single letter to this journal. 
The Association’s compliment is 
‘appreciated, but modesty com- 
pels the prosaic admission that 
it, is unearned. The Couneil, 
like the Cannan’ Commi 
no body of 
ers” on whom the Motion Picture 
Association pours such genial 
rn. The appointment of Com- 
missions is not lightly conceived. 
The Council had, on its own 
account, ample evidence that the 
public were by no means satisfied 
with the existing form of censor- 
ship. It felt that the only way 
to judge whether the dissatis- 
faction was well-founded was to 
call in the aid of a small Com- 
mission. Whether the Report so 
produced meets with approval or 
disapproval is immaterial. As- 
persions on the three members 
who undertook a public duty on 
the invitation of the administra- 
tion of the Settlement are cer- 






























tainly ill-advised. It will not be 
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easy to induce people to come 
forward and render such services 
in the future if they are to be 
afterwards assailed as failing to 
bring to their task the necessary 
‘qualities of impartiality and the 
open mind. Such criticism, if it 
hhad to be made, should have been 
forthcoming when the personnel 
of the Commission was first 
announced. The opportunity 
having been neglected, common 
decency demands silence on that 
point now that the Report is 
completed and published, ‘The 
representatives of the Motion 
Picture Association must be ac- 
quitted “of this solecism. It 
comes from zealous supporters 
of their theory that cranks and 
reformers are the foster parents 
of the Commission. 

‘The Motion Picture Associa- 
tion's truly diverting effort to 
stand facts on their heads and 
produce a beautiful array of red 
herrings is worthy of some of 
the best traditions of the screen 
comic. Censorship is described 
as 

“fundamentally unjust because it 

gives a handful of persons the 

ight to dictate what the great 

mass of people shall see and hear” 
Admirable sentiments are these. 
Censorship is in theory undesir- 
able but the fact remains that it, 
exists, even in Shanghai. Pro- 
vided it be exercised with discre- 
tion, with appreciation of the 
valuable services which the 
cinema renders to the public and 
without vindictiveness, such as 
seeks to penalise a whole or- 
sanisation because of the alleged 
demerits of a single film 
perhaps outside its own ju 
tion, censorship can help rather 
than hinder the relations between 
the cinemas and their patron: 
The Cannan Commission were n 
called upon to decide whether a

to say how the existing censor- 
ship could be improved, The 
need for censorship of films is 
recognised in most countries. Tt 
is also admitted that the mere 
exercise by the police of the 
power of dealing with “immoral, 
obscene and other undesirabl 
matter” is not sufficient, Indeed 
the film industry itself is by no 
means happy about police control 
and the Cannan Commission have 
drawn attention to the fact that 
often “the great mass of the 
people” in Shanghai is being 
dictated to by a subordinate 
officer of the Bolice Department. 
But objection to dictation by “a 
handful of persons” would more 
validly be raised in respect of 
the operations of the magnats 
of the cinema industry than 
adduced to decry efforts on the 
part of the public to protect it in 
the mass from exposure to the 
evil effects of that dictation. Mr. 
Koehler, in a thoughtful letter 
published elsewhere, seems to 
imagine that the — Report 
advocates a fanatical suppres- 
sion of public amusements, He 
also overlooks the fact that the 
Commission endeavours to point 
the way to-ereation of that 
better-trained censorship for 
which he pleads. He will hardly 
agree that the studios are the 
sole depositories of taste, in- 
tellectual excellence and moral- 
ity. The root of the argument of 
the Motion Pictures Association 
lies in the special pleading of 
this passage: 
“Why should the Council inter- 
fere with a legitimate business in 
order to cater to a few mothers 
who eannot prevent their children 
from attending the cinemas.” 
This has been seized upon to 
elaborate the delicious view that, 
because capital has been largely 
invested in the cinema industry, 
no check in the public interest 
should be imposed upon it, In

Yangchow

Yangchow, Ku,, Oct. 8. 

Our city has just begun to 
breathe freely after nearly having 
trouble. It is generally known that 
the Government has recently made 
a rovision of standards of length, 
as well as pechaps other hitherto 
used standards. In applying these 
changes, surveyors were sent to re- 
measure the farm lands around 
this city. All lengths and areus 
deing less than before, every man 
now found his aren of land, under 
the new standards, working’ out at 
more than his deeds called for. 
‘The excess resulting he was allowed 
to purchase at a rate of $60 per 
mow: otherwise it became govern- 
ment land, to be sold or dealt with 
by the officials. At first the farm- 
ers supposed it to be merely a re- 
measurement of their areas, and 
‘there was no protest; but when the 
joker appeared, that there was to 
be an excess’ which they were 
graciously given the right to re- 
purchase, then they began not only. 
to react ‘but to act, for if there is 
‘one thing more than another of 
which the countryman is jealous, 
it is his beloved land. Result: 
the camp of the surveyors was in- 
vaded, all their effects destroyed 
and their tents burned. 

Naturally, that created “strained 
relations.” First, the farmers, laj 
ing the blame, unjustly, on the local 
officials, boycotted the city, refusing 
to allow any vegetables or other 
food to be brought in, or even the 
seavengers to function. Then, in 
retaliation, the city gates were 
closed against the country people, 
and there we were. But the usual 
mediator appeared; the President,

SORRY PLIGHT OF 
FARMERS 


"Hard Hit by Low Price 
of Rice 


Nanking, Oct. 12, 

Close on the heels of last year’s 
dicastrous floods, the farmers, whose 
plight has been further worsened 
by" bandit and communist distur- 
bances, are now facing great diffi- 
‘culties’ due to the extremely low 
prices dealers are offering for rice 
at present. - 3 

In order to purchase Seed wheat 
now for planting the winter crop, 
they have to sell about twice as 
much rice as it would be necessary 
to dispose of a few months later, 
‘when the value of rice will have 
risen materially. 

‘The Chinese Government is taking 
steps to help the stricken farmers 
within the next two or three weeks, 
fa district agricultural relief asso:

Chen Turhsiv, the noted scholar

Be- 
fore the separation of the Kuomin- 
tang from the Communist Party, 
‘he “had held important positions 
‘with the Government, issuing joint 
telegram with Mr. Wang Ching- 
‘wel, representing the Chinese Com- 
fmunist Party with Mr. Wang re- 
presentitg “the Kuomintang, at 
Shanghai in 1926. 


Following his association with the 
northern Communist leader, Li Ta 
Jehao, and prior to the purification 
‘movement of the Kuomintang, Chen 
resided in foreign countries an ex

Boys’ Dormitory Nearing 
Completion 
‘The boys dormitory of the 
Shanghai American School in 


‘Avenue Petain ix nearing comple- 
tion and will be ready for occupa- 
tion by January 1 next year, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
‘by Mr. J. S. Potter of the Asia 
Realty Company, who is assisting 
the Board of the School in connec- 
tion with its buildings and grounds, 

Colonial in style and in keeping 
with the original schoo! buildings, 
the dormitory will provide complete 
accommodation for, move than 75 
resident students. In addition 
thore will be two’ apartments, for 
general use on the ground floo: 
‘ag well as a large social hall, w! 
floors will provide’ room 
8 boys’ activities, as well 

The new building ties along the 
north-western boundary of the 
‘school grounds several hundred feot 
back from Avenue Petain and in 
Hine with the main hall. ‘The main 
‘administrative class rom 
building is immediately on 
Avenue Petain. ‘The whole in- 
stitution, whose red tile walls and 
‘lue-grey roofs are a distinctive 
feature of the district, along with 
the girls’ dormitory to the east, 
enclose a section known as the 
“Quandrangle”, west of which lies 
the athletic field with its quarter 
mitle track, 

Plans for the building of’ new 
East, Wing have been prepared by 
the School Board, but no date for 
the construction work has been ar- 
ranged. This wing will provide 
primarily a large school auditori 
seating capacity of 500 in the 
upper portion, and class rooms and 
‘ether school facilities on the ground 
floor. ‘The Board is also ecnsider- 
ing the raising of the western por- 
tion of the school grounds to 
street level, and the draining and 
turfing of the lot. 

‘The School has now been in ses- 
sion for about one month, and 
shows a total enrolment of day and 
resident students of 278 boys and 
245 girls, a total of 523. The 
courses range from the kindergar- 
ten through the high school, gra- 
duates from the Schcol being ad- 
mitted ‘at standard universities in 
‘the United States without exami- 
nation. Enrolment in the high 
echool classes is 244. Seventeen 
boys and twenty-one girls graduat- 
ed last term, the majority of the 
graduates having entered universi- 
fies in the ,States.

{Council Approves Revised Scale 


for Chinese 


‘A report has been submitted to 
the S.M.C. Education Board by the 


Chinese Education Officer furnish- | As: 


ing particulars as to the financial 
standing of the parents of pupils 
attending the district primary 
schools “for Chinese. He’ recem- 
‘mended that the following scale of 
fees be adopted as from the’ com 
‘mencement of the Spring Term of 
1933:— 

1. In each primary schoo! 10 
er cent. of the pupils be admitted 
free. 

2. In the Eastern District and 
Ward Road Primary Schorls the 
fee be inereased froin $3 to $5 per 
term," ie, from $6 to $10 per 
‘annum. 

3. Tn the Western and Northern 
District primary schools the fee be 
increased from $3 to $8 per term, 
ie from $6 to $16 per annum. 

Replying to the Chairman of the 
loard, at. the last meeting, the 
Assistant Treasurer said it appear- 
ed that the type of education pro- 
vided at these schools was somewhat 
‘superier to that contemplated when 
the schools were first instituted. In 
the upper forms particularly, the 
type of education approached’ that 
provided in the Council's secondary 
‘schools, and whilst undoubtedly it 

‘as not desired to debar the poorer 
classes of children from attending 
these schools, members might, he 
submitted, consider that the ‘fees 
should more neatly approximate 
those in force at the  seconda: 
schools." If this proposal commend. 
fed itself to members, he suggested 
that, in the interests’ of the pcorer 
classes, a number of pupils should 
be admitted at half fees. 

In respect to the Assistant Trea- 
surer’s observation on the curriculum 
‘of these schcols, the Chinese Edu- 
cation Officer ‘stated that they 
‘concentrated on the rudiments of 
education, and only in the higher 

rades were subjects approximat-

buildings, a member was of opinion 
that the’ proposed increased scale 
of, fees was definitely cn the low 
In concurring in this view, the 
Chairman alluded to the opinion 
previously expressed that public or 
temi-publie schools should provide 
education at cheaper rates than 
those in foree at schools which were 
privately administered, At the 
same time, the fact remained that 
‘many of the pupils attending these 
were well able to pay 
igher fees than those now proposed, 
and it was not possible for the 
Council to restrict their admission 
favour of the poorer classes. 
In this connection, a member 











observed that, although the parents | 
of pupils were called upon to pay 
only comparatively low school fees, 


it should-not be overicoked that 
ratepayers they were contributi 
indirectly to the maintenance of 
the schools by payment of muni:

OBITUARY 


Father Louis Froc 


News of the death of Father Louis 
Proc swas received here on Oct. 13. 
‘As Director of the Siecawei Observa- 
tory, Father Froc had laboured here 
for half a century in the, cause of 
safe navigation. 

His work known and appreciated 
internationally and in itself a monu- 











‘of a seafaring family, 
being a French naval officer. While 
a youth, he was greatly impressed 
‘oy the frequent sound of the port 
gun on the coast of Brittany de- 
/noting ships in distress. * His ambi- 
Hon to reduce the dangers of sea- 
‘men from that time inspired'a life 
devoted to humanity. 

During his 50 years’ service’ with 
the Observatory, Father Froc was 
for a third of & century a worthy 
director in his noble devotion, the 
reliable meteorological information 
of the Observatory having proved 
‘an invaluable and beneficial service 
to the shipping world. Year after 








i| year, especially daring the typhoon 


Season, Le Pére Froc, had never 
fonce been found wan! 
Father Froe was not a pioneer 
when he took over the directorship. 
He had for years followed the work 
fof such great pioneers as Le Lec, 
Ever 
realising" and appreciating the 
dangers to shipping and human life, 
he had, so far as his limited ay 
able funds had permitted, purel 
of the. latest scientific and 
technical knowledge on the subject 
of meteorology. * 

‘After having almost spent his. 
lntire life in the service of his fel- 
lowmen, he sailed from this port in 
retirement in August last year. 
The departure of a beloved worker 
was regretted by all who knew him. 

Father Froe disliked publicity. 
He took the view that he had simply 
done his duty and that his work 
needed no special mention.

JA meeting of the Council of the 
United Russian Organisations was 
fheld on Sunday.

activities by the respective law and 
ondinances ‘of the present Chinese

was emphasized at that time that 
by ‘the adoption of this, maxim the 
practice of the “United  Organisa- 
tions, will come close into line with 
the law of the country, and thus 
Facilitate ‘it, 

Mr. A, M. Kotenev stated that 
in view of the importance of official 
registration “and. the” formal in- 
‘uguration. of "the Coxneil whieh 
Would follow, the Presidiom "had 
Unanimously ‘declded to submit its 

ination s0 as, to unable new 
leetions to be held. 


After an expression of apprecia~ 
tion to the Chairman and members 
lof the Presidium for their arduous 
work in bringing about the offical 
registration, it was resolved to_nc- 
cept their ‘resignation with effect 
from November 6, when the formal 
inauguration of the new body and 
election of officers will be held.

REPORT OF S.M.C. 
‘ADVOCATE 


9,675 Cases Prosecuted In Local 
Courts Last Month 


In his report for September the 
Acting ‘Municipal Advocate states 
that 9,675 cases were prosecuted in 
the Shanghai First Special Area 
District Court and the Kiangsu High 
Court, Second Branch, during the 
‘month. 

A total of 6,584 persons failed to 
appear in petty bye-law cases and 
their bail was confiscated; 181 cases 
were private prosecutions, while 58 
eases were withdrawn on the ground 
that there was insufficient evidence 
to convict. The total number of 
‘major and minor criminal eases pro- 
secuted to completion was 3,038, 
fand in these 2861 persons were 
convicted, 17 being acquitted. The 
percentage of convictions was 94.2. 

Four appeals were filed by the’ 
Council during the month, while 45 
were perfected, 14 to the Supreme 
Court, 24 to the High Court, and 
seven’ to the District Court of AD- 
peals. Fifty-nine appeals by defen- 
Gants were concluded.

Tt may also be added that in 
Jcertain of the more modern countries, 
it is no longer considered permissible 
for a Health Authority to make use 
of “fill and empty” bath pools, thus 
indicating that, the fallacious’ ideas 
which were held in. regard to the 
purity of water which had been 
standing for a day or two in a bath, 
and used by hundreds of persons,

INEQUALITY OF TARIFF 
ACT
